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Jim Yong Kim, M.D., Ph.D., has been the president of the World Bank 
Group since July 1, 2012. A physician and anthropologist, Dr. Kim has 
dedicated himself to international development for more than two 
decades, helping to improve the lives of under-served populations 
worldwide. Dr. Kim comes to the Bank after serving as president of 
Dartmouth College, a pre-eminent center of higher education that 
consistently ranks among the top academic institutions in the United 
States. Dr. Kim is a co-founder of Partners in Health (PIH) and a 
former director of the HIV/AIDS Department at the World Health 
Organization (WHO). 

Before assuming the Dartmouth presidency, Dr. Kim held 
professorships and chaired departments at Harvard Medical School, the 
Harvard School of Public Health and Brigham and Women's Hospital, 
Boston. He also served as director of Harvard's Francois-Xavier 
Bagnoud Center for Health and Human Rights. 

In 1987, Dr. Kim co-founded Partners in Health (PIH), a Boston-based 
non-profit organization now working in poor communities on four 
continents. Challenging previous conventional wisdom that drug- 
resistant tuberculosis and HIV/AIDS could not be treated in developing 
countries, PIH successfully tackled these diseases by integrating large- 
scale treatment programs into community-based primary care. 

Born in 1959 in Seoul, South Korea, Dr. Kim moved with his family to 
the United States at the age of five and grew up in Muscatine, Iowa. Dr. 
Kim graduated with an A.B. magna cum laude from Brown University 
in 1982. He earned an M.D. from Harvard Medical School in 1991 and 
a Ph.D. in anthropology from Harvard University in 1993.
